1)  Top  Engineers: 

Five  more  Asian-Americans  won  accolades  by  their 
election  to  the  National  Academy  of  Engineering 
Chiang  C.  Mei  and  Darnel  I.C.  Wang,  both  local  pro¬ 
fessors  from  MIT,  were  inducted  into  the  academy  in 
October  with  74  other  engineers  and  scholars. 

2)  Immigration  Bill: 

The  Immigration  Reform  and  Control  Act  was  sign¬ 
ed  into  law  by  President  Ronald  Reagan  on  November 
6,  having  a  resounding  effect  on  the  Asian  community 
since  it  gave  amnesty  to  illegal  aliens  who  entered  the 
U.S.  before  1982. 

3)  Asian  Mayor: 

Massachusetts  saw  its  first  Asian  mayor  when  Kai 
Sheng  was  sworn  in  on  January  7  in  Attleboro,  a  city 
of  35,000  southwest  of  Boston. 

4)  Attorney  General  Candidates: 

Candidates  running  for  state  attorney  general  last 
year  participated  in  a  forum  sponsored  by  almost  one 
dozen  Asian  organizations.  Edward  F.  Harrington  (R) 
and  James  M.  Shannon  (D)  talked  about  civil  rights 
issues  in  one  of  the  first  local  Asian-sponsored  talks 
involving  political  candidates. 


cessible  to  the  Asian  community  after  they  named 
Theodore  C.  Lee  as  their  first  Asian  liaison. 

11)  CCBA  By-Laws: 

The  CCBA  revised  its  by-laws  on  June  30,  turning 
the  organization  into  a  nonprofit  group.  While  the 
changes  were  small,  the  new  charter  opens  the  door  to 
many  new  possibilities  for  the  CCBA. 

12)  Parcel-to-Parcel: 

A  consortium  of  minority  business  people  which  in¬ 
clude  Asians  announced  its  bid  to  take  part  in  develop¬ 
ing  Kingston/Bedford  Essex,  the  city's  first  project 
under  its  parcel-to-parcel  plan. 

13)  New  Housing  Projects: 

Construction  began  on  and  commitments  were  made 
for  new  housing  projects  intended  to  alleviate 
Chinatown’s  housing  shortage. 

14)  Tremont  Village  Fight: 

The  CCBA  met  one  of  its  toughest  lawsuits  yet  when 
the  Bay  Village  Historic  District  Commission  filed 
complaints  on  July  7  against  a  CCBA-sponsored  hous¬ 
ing  project  called  Tremont  Village. 
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5)  Francis  Kelly  Hearing: 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  hearing  of  Boston 
Police  Detective  Francis  G.  Kelly  Jr.  reopened  some 
of  the  wounds  caused  by  police  brutality  episode 
against  Chinese  immigrant  Long  Guang  Huang  on 
Kneeland  Street  in  1985.  Kelly  tried  to  appeal  his  one- 
year  suspension  from  the  police  department  because  of 
the  incident. 

6)  Bun  Vong  Case: 

A  Middlesex  County  jury  found  Scott  S.  Arsenault 
guilty  of  involuntary  manslaughter  on  June  19  for  the 
beating  death  of  Cambodian  refugee  Bun  Vong.  The 
case  attracted  the  attention  of  Asians  for  representing 
the  problems  of  anti -Asian  violence. 

7)  School  Controversy: 

The  Clarence  R.  Edwards  Middle  School  in 
Charlestown  was  caught  in  an  awkward  situation  last 
year  when  no  full-time  guidance  counselor  was  hired 
for  its  Chinese  bilingual  program  even  thought  it  has 
the  largest  Chinese  bilingual  program  among  the  city’s 
middle  schools. 

8)  Garment  Workers  &  Jobs: 

Garment  workers,  who  faced  lay  offs  in  different 
companies  in  the  depressed  garment  industry,  fought 
to  get  employment  training  and  benefits  after  accusing 
government  officials  of  paying  little  heed  to  their  pro¬ 
blems.  Their  efforts  marked  a  milestone  in 
Chinatown’s  labor  history. 

9)  Debut  of  Neighborhood  Council: 

The  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  began  tackl¬ 
ing  a  wide  assortment  of  neighborhood  issues  when 
started  meeting  last  year  shortly  after  the  appointment 
of  its  21  members.  It  also  took  on  the  role  as  the  new 
mouthpiece  for  Chinatown. 

10)  Police  Asian  Liaison: 

The  Boston  Police  became  more  personable  and  ac- 


15)  NEMC  Garage: 

The  New  England  Medical  Center  announced  to  the 
Asian  community  a  plan  to  construct  a  multi-story 
parking  garage.  The  project  originally  slated  for  Oak 
and  Nassau  streets  was  opposed  by  much  of  the  com¬ 
munity. 

16)  Cleaning  Up  Chinatown: 

The  Chinatown  Beautification  Coordinating  Com¬ 
mittee  was  formed  and  set  out  to  tackle  the  problems 
of  littering  in  the  neighborhood  amid  apathy  and 
neglect. 

17)  Chinatown  Mural: 

The  Chinatown  Mural  Project  encapsulated  com¬ 
munity  history  and  spirit  in  its  mural  on  the  34  Oak 
Street  building  when  it  was  unveiled  on  September  24. 
Volunteer  work  and  grants  helped  make  the  mural  a 
reality. 

18)  Changing  Face  of  Combat  Zone: 

The  Combat  Zone  underwent  many  new  changes 
that  were  first  launched  by  the  opening  of  the  China 
Trade  Center  in  January.  Other  changes  which  will 
weaken  the  adult  entertainment  base  in  the  Zone  are 
the  MBTA’s  Orange  Line  renovation  and  the  conver¬ 
sion  of  9-1 1  Knapp  Street  into  condominiums. 

19)  Standing  Up  to  Gangs: 

Merchants  annoyed  and  frustrated  by  robberies  and 
extortion  attempts  made  by  local  Vietnamese  gangs 
began  cooperating  with  police,  opening  a  chapter  of 
new  defiance  and  resistance  among  community 
members  against  gangs. 

20)  Nursing  Home: 

The  South  Cove  Manor  Nursing  Home  opened  its 
doors  in  January,  becoming  New  England’s  first 
elderly  home  for  Asians.
